3Y0J - Bouvet 2023: DXpedition to 
Disappointment Island 


3Y0J Bouvet Island QRV 
6 February 2023

“We activated Bouvet Island in extremely difficult 
conditions! Now that we leave Bouvet with mixed 
feelings, we also know that we did what we could to : 
get Bouvet on the air. i 

(' 
Four members went ashore at Bouvet on 31 January ol rs 
in good conditions to set up the climbing route and — 
install an unmanned zodiac rope system between a 
buoy and the beach, so that we could land equip- 
ment also in rough surf. During the day the surf in- 
creased, and the extraction of the team members 
was aborted, and we were thus stranded on Bouvet 
late in the evening. During 3 nights we slept out- 
doors under the open sky in cold and difficult condi- 
tions with little or no supplies. We prepared a sim- 
ple emergency shelter on the island where we 
stayed (tarp). During the second day we got some 
supplies in a risky zodiac operation in high swell. We 
lost several objects in the surf and punctured the 
zodiac. The conditions on the beach were terrible. Due to the coming storm, we evacuated back to Marama on 
day 4. 
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Despite this, we decided to go ahead and scale down DXped. We could not fight against Bouvet, but had to 
adjust to the weather and go ashore when Bouvet allowed us. We called it “Picolite DXped” as pictures will 
show you we operated with 100W from a single tent, no chairs and no table, 60m coax, no amp, simple 
antennas, small generator etc. Our 2 Elecraft K3 radios were stacked on top of a bucket turned upside 
down, and we sat on the ground operating. All our wet clothes were dried outdoor on the rocks, and we 
had very limited heating. We went through a storm of 55 knots, but our tent had no problem with the wind 
force! The Spiderpoles and the DX Engineering antennas also survived the storm w/o any issue. 


We only took the equipment we needed, 620 kg in total including supplies. All our supplies to the island 
were via a rope attached to a buoy 100 meters from shore to beach. All objects were hooked to the line 
and floated to shore by team members pulling the rope. We named it the gym. The team members also 
went ashore in survival suits hooked to the line and floating to shore. What an experience! ! 


Radio Operation: Pileup was difficult as our signals were weak. We had good reception and very often we 
called 3 to 5 times to log a QSO. Many DxXers called us but couldn’t hear us, how frustrating! We focused on 
fewer bands to maximize ATNO and looking at the stats we achieved 19,000 QSOs and 50% unique calls. 
And many dupes! Many are satisfied, but some are also disappointed by the performance of either the 
team or the DQRMers. We had issues with the FT8 due to we did not have any device to sync against, and 
our clock were 14 seconds off — which meant we at some time were TX odd, while we thought it was even. 


As for Bouvet, there is no guarantee at all, whether you use two helicopters or zodiac! We could have 
wanted to make more contacts, but safety was and will always be more important than trying to push our 
limits in a risky environment. In the coming months, you will be invited to hear more of our stories at con- 
ventions and in articles.”

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A Brief Summary of Bouvet Island DX History and 
DXpedition Activity 


Bouvet Is., 3Y/B wasn't on the post-WWII DXCC list first published in 1947. 


e The August 1951 issues of both the RSGB Bulletin and Short Wave Magazine reported a QSO on 2nd 
July, 1951 between GM2BDxX and LN7B that claimed to be on Bouvet Island. Nothing else is known. 


In November 1962, Gus Browning W4BPD claimed to have landed on Bouvet island with a guide and 
operated using the call LH4C for four and half days making 5,000 QSOs. There is no evidence availa- 
ble that suggests that Don actually landed on the island, but ARRL DXCC accreditation was far less 
stringent than it is today. So Gus Browning appears to have actually operated from his ship but LH4C 
was counted for DXCC credit anyway.

DXCC NOTES 


Announcement is hereby made of two additions and one 
deletion to the ARRL Countries List, 

Bouvet Island: This is an addition to the Countries List. 
Bouyet Island is located in the South Atlantic Ocean ar- 
proximately {600 miles south of the Cupe of Goud Hope at 
Lutitude 54 degrees Suuth and Longitude 5 degrees East. 
Kouvet. [sland is territory of Norway. DXCC credit claims 
for contacts with Bouvet lsland may be made starting Mav 
{, 1968, Such confirmations must be for contacts made 
November 15, 1045 or later. 


3YQAB, in 1968 Don Miller, W9WNV announced a planned operation but did not go. 


During a 2 hour operation from Bouvet by 3Y1VC (LA1VC) and 3Y3CC (LA3CC) on February 24, 1977 
from 1500-1700Z, John Snuggerud, 3Y1VC, made 27 QSO's and Audun Hijelle, 3Y3CC, made 5 con- 
tacts. 


3Y5DQ, Thore Winsnes, LA5SDQ (sk) operated from December 1978 to January 1979 and made 550 
QSO's as a geologist working for NPI. 


John Snuggerud, LA1VC, went back to operate 3Y1VC during the first 3 months of 1979 making 1930 
contacts. 


3Y5DQ, Thore Winsnes LA5DQ (sk) operated from December 1978 to January 1979 and made 550 
QSO's as a geologist working for NPI. 


3YOFP was approved for March 1988. SM7DSE / 7S8AAA were offshore and couldn't land on the is- 
land using a helicopter due to bad weather. 
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3Y5X, Multi-op DXpedition from December 28, 1989 to January 13, 1990 with ops LA1EE, LA2GV, 
JFLIST, F2CW, HBSAHL made 47,010 QSO's. 


3Y2GV, Kare Pedersen, LA2GV February 22, 1997 went ashore and made around 200 contacts in 2-3 
hours as part of a Norwegian Antarctic Research expedition. 


3Y@C, Chuck Brady, N4BQW was on Bouvet with the Norwegian Antarctic Research Expedition for sev- 
eral months in late 2000 to early 2001. He made around 8000 contacts. 


There was a one day operation by Petrus Kritzinger 3Y/ZS6GCM (also ZS8T) on December 16, 2007. 
Petrus then operated as 3Y@E and into 2008. 


3YQA, in 1981 Hans DK6KX, announced an operation was in planning but did not go. 


The LB4LC/3Y QSL card from 1986 has “Bouvet Island” printed across the top. However, the photo on 
the card is from Terra Nova Bay, Antarctica. LB4LC did not operate from Bouvet. 


3Y@B, 1988 WORF and group did not go. 


3Y/R@L, May 30, 31, 1993 was announced but there is no evidence that the operation took place 


3Y@G, 2017, 3Z9DX Dom announced an expedition but it did not happen.. 
The Norwegian Communications Authority says the following licenses were valid as of 25 January 2017: 
3Y@G, Granted to ON4WW, valid from 1 January 2017 to 30 April 2017. 
3Y@I, Granted to 3Z9DxX, valid from 13 January 2017 to 31 December 2017. 
3Y@Z, Granted to LA6VM, valid from 1 December 2017 to 30 April 2018. 
3YQH, Granted to RAOUSU, valid from 1 January 2018 to 28 February 2018. 


3Y@Z, team was a go for early 2018. They made it to the island and were waiting for the weather to 
break to use the ships 2 helicopters to get on the island. While waiting, one of the ships 2 engines 
failed. The captain decided to abort the DXpedition and headed back to Cape Town, South Africa. 


3Z9DX March 2019, The Rebel DX Group led by Dom Grzyb, 3Z9DX were overtaken be a severe storm 
within a few hundred miles of the island and turned back. 


3Y@J In April 2021, Paul Ewing, N6PSE, Inerepid-DX Group with Ken Opska, ,LA7GIA announced a 2023 
Bouvet Is. DXpedition. The ship they planned to use was the MV Braveheart. The ship, however, was 
sold and donations were refunded. They looked for other transportation but ended up canceling. 


Dom Grzyb, 3Z9DX ,planned to try in December 2021. 


3Y0J, A group led by Ken Opskar, LA7GIA with LA7THA, LB1QI, LBSGI, KO8SCA, HA@NAR, RAQUSU, 
KO7SS, VE7NY, DL6KVA and AB5EB landed and made 19,000 QSO’s out of a planned 200,000 QSO’s.
